Cong Troops 
Killed Goes 
Past 3,000

SAIGON (AP) — Despite dal- 


ly communiques reporting only 
light, scattered fighting, 
the 


number of Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese troops killed last 
week exceeded 3,000 for the first 
time in four and a half months, 
according to the weekly casual- 
ty report from the U.S. and 
South Vietnamese commands, 


A U.S. spokesman insisted 


that the total of 3,190 enemy sol- 
diers reported killed last week 
was tabulated from body counts 
by troops in the field. It was the 
highest enemy toll since the 
week of Sept. 1S-21, 80 were 
reported killed. 


The spokesman's explanation 


of 
the seeming inconsistency 


was one the U.S. Command has 
made repeatedly: There 
are 


hundreds of small clashes in 
which small numbers of enemy 
soldiers are killed, buttheseare 
not considered s i g n if i c a n t 
enough to report in the daily 
communiques. 


In addition, some reports are 


delayed; for example, if enemy 
troops are killed in an air strike 
but their bodies are not found 
for several weeks, they are in- 
cluded in the total for the week

"Greasy" Neale, a coach who 
led the Philadelphia Eagles to 
two National Football League 
championships, and four former 
stars—Turk Edwards, Leo No- 
mellini, Joe Perry and Ernie 
Statutner—have been elected to 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame 
in Canton, Ohio. 


Announcement was made to- 


day by Dick Gallagher, director 
of the Hall. 


The five will join 54 other pro 


greats in induction ceremonies 
in September. 


Neale, a former big league 


baseball player with the Cincin- 
nati Reds and a Football coach 
at seven colleges, led the Eagles 
to the Eastern titles in 1947,1948 
and 1949 and the NFL cham- 
pionships 
In 
the latter two 


years. 


Nomellini, Perry and Stautner 


were honored at the earliest 
possible time. A player must be 
retired for at least five seasons 
before becoming eligible for 
membership. 


Nomellini, a tackle for the 


San Francisco 49ers, won all- 
league honors six times, twice 
as an offensive player and four 
times for defense. He played in 
174 consecutive games, the third 
best longevity mark in NF L hisr- 
tory. 


Perry, a standout fullback for 


most of his 16 seasons including 
14 with the 49ers, won the rush- 
ing title in the now defunct All- 
American Football Conference 
in 1949 and took it twice in the 
NFL, in 1953 and 1954. 


In the NFL he ranks behind 


only Jimmy Brown and Jimmy 
Taylor in almost all lifetime 
rushing categories. 


Stautner, a tackle for the 


Pittsburgh Steelers, was an al- 
most perennial choice for All- 
NFL honors in 14 seasons—1950 
through 1963, From 1953 until 
1962, he missed only one Pro

Edwards, a standout tackle 


and later a coach for the Reds- 
kins of Boston and Washington, 
made the NFL's all-league team 
four times in a nine-season ca- 
reer in 1932 through 1940.

(}—I am a man. 66. My 


pulse is 40 to 48 when I am 
relaxed. What is the normal 
resting rate1'' Would a slow 
pulse indicate hardening of 
flic arteries0 


A—Although 72 is (he aver- 


age resting rate, a rate of 
30 is compatible with health 
if there is no electrocardio- 
graphic e v i d e n c e of heart 
block. 
In general, a slow 


resting rate is preferable to 
a resting rate of 100—which 
is still within normal limits—- 
because it indicates more 
complete relaxation. It does 
not suggest hardening of the 
arteries. 


Q—I have a r h e u m a t i c 


valvular heart disease. My 
doctor says I will need an op- 
eration in a year or two. 
What kind of operation would 
I need and why? 


A—In general, 
operations 


for valvular disease are of 
three kinds: (1) commisur- 
otorny in which the opening 
in a tight valve is widened, 
(2) a bypass of the blood 
flow around an obstructed 
valve and (3* replacement of 
the diseased valve with an 
artificial one. 
All of these 


operations aim at restoring 
the heart to normal function. 


Q—Is angina pectoris in 


any way affected by nervous 
tension? Can it be fatal? 


A—Although a t t a c k s of 


angina may occur when the 
victim is relaxed or even 
sleeping, nervous tension js 
often a precipitating factor. 
A person with angina may 
live for 48 years after the 
diagnosis is made but sud- 
den death during an attack 
is a possibility, especially if 
the victim has neglected to 
carry his nitroglycerin tab- 
lets (or t h e i r equivalent) 
with him. 


Q—A friend who has angina 


pectoris takes nitroglycerin. 
Is there any limit to the 
number of tablets she can 
take in a day? 


A—No. Some victims take 


25 to 30 tablets a day. 


Q—.My doctor says I have 


angina pectoris. He gave me 
itramin tosylate. Is it habit 
forming? What are its side 
effects? 


A—This new drug is not 


habit forming. 
No serious 


side effects have as yet been 
reported.

No Progress 
Possible In 
Paris folks

PARE (AP) ~ The United 


States appealed lo North Viet* 
nftm and the Viet Cong's Nation* 
al Liberation Front today to 
"come to grips" with basic 
problems of peace. But the Vlet« 
nam talks bogged down Into sol- 
id deadlock, sealed by violent 
attacks on the government of 
South Vietnam. 


The third session of the full« 


scale talks opened with an NLF 
blast declaring peace Impossi* 
ble so long as the present South 
Vietnamese 
government 
re- 


mains In power and the Ameri- 
cans refuse to negotiate directly 
with the front. 


This, plus a North Vietnamese 


statement echoing 
the senti- 


ments, 
suggested 
a distinct 


hardening of positions. The NLF 
said bluntly that the talks can 
"make no progress" so long as 
the Saigon government remains 
In office. 


The other side of the deadlock 


came from Saigon, where Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thleu said 
South Vietnam "will not make 
any concessions detrimental to 
the national sovereignty or In- 
terest." 


This statement was a clarifi- 


cation of one In Paris by Vice- 
President Nguyen Cao Ky, who 
had said Saigon had made many 
concessions and was willing to 
make more. Such concessions, 
Thleu indicated, concerned only 
"gestures of good will In order 
to obtain good results In sub- 
stantive Issues." 


As the American, North Viet- 


namese, NLF and Saigon dele- 
gates 
gathered for the third 


time 
around 
the 
enormous 


round table In the International 
Conference Center, the atmos- 
phere was one of pessimism for 
any positive result In the near 
future. 


U.S. Ambassasor Henry Cabot 


Lodge, heading the U.S. team, 
sought once again to bring up 
military matters, although he 
declared that "we do not, there- 
by, set aside the importance of 
political matters." 


Ambassador 
Xuan Thuy of 


North Vietnam, however, Insist- 
ed that the Vietnam problem 
must be solved as a whole In 
both military and political as- 
pects, "the political aspect 
being the more fundamental." 
• 


This Is a basic element of the 


deadlock. Lodge indicated this 
when, in his formal statement, 
he said: "We do underline two 
things in this regard: First, as 
we have repeatedly said, we 
considered the settlement of 
political affairs must be a mat- 
ter for determination by the 
South Vietnamese themselves; 
second, that the separation of 
the contending military forces 
will help to create a climate In 
which the political process can 
go forward without external in- 
terference." 


Thus, the United States Is 


stressing that military matters 
Involving 
re-establishment of 


the demilitarized zone between 
North and South and mutual 
withdrawal of forces must be 
dealt with first In Paris.

Buu 


Klem, Indicated clearly that the 
Front's position had hardened. 


Opening the third weekly ses- 


sion of live four-party talks, 
Kiem said the Paris conference 
"can make no progress" as long 
as the administration of Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thleu, Vice 
President Nguyen Cao Ky and 
Premier Tran VAN Huong re- 
mains In office.

Congress Pay 
Boost Offers 
More Comfort

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


congressional pay boost that 
goes Into effect next week will 
provide a $42,500 yearly salary 
to Capitol Hill lawmakers al- 
ready contorted by expensive 
fringe benefits ranging from lib- 
eral travel allowances to free 
haircuts for senators. 


The only fringe benefit affect- 


ed the change are pensions fig- 
ured on length of service and a 
percentage of pay. 


Since salaries are going up 


$12,500 a year, pensions under 
the voluntary Civil Service re- 
tirement plan automatically go 
up, too. 


The House Rules Committee 


made certain Wednesday that 
the pay boosts, recommended 
by a special commission that 
suggested big hikes for other 
top federal officeholders, would 
take effect Feb. 14 while Con- 
gress is on a 10-day vacation. 


The Rules Committee killed a 


resolution 
that 
would 
have 


forced a vote on whether the 41 
percent raise should be accept- 
ed. 


The committee tabled a veto 


proposal by vote of 12 to 3, act- 
Ing a day after the Senate killed 
a similar resolution, 47 to 34. 
The dual action cleared the way 
for the Increases without further 
action. 
•"•A is the first pay hike for 
members of Congress since a 
$7,500 boost— from $$2,500 to 
$30,000-was voted In 1964. It Is 
the first raise In history on 
whch there was not a direct 
vote, a departure made possible 
by a 1967 law. 


Under current salary scales, 


the congressional pension ceil- 
ing has been $24,000 after 32 
years service. This will go up to 
$34,000 five years from now be- 
cause of the new raise. Con- 
gressmen are required to pay 
TVa per cent of their monthly 
pay If they join the pension pro- 
gram. 


Some of the other fringe bene- 


fits that add to congressional 
comforts are: 


— A $3,000 Income tax deduc- 


tion for living expenses, A pend- 
ing bill would raise this to 
$5,500. 


— A $3,000 annual allowance 


Intended for purchases of sta- 
tionery In cutrate Capitol stores. 
Members may draw this In cash 
and spend It for any purpose or 
pocket it. 


— Travel expenses for at least 


seven round trips per year back 
home, plus two such trips for 
designated employes. This Is In 
addition to one round trip per 
session at a cost of 20 cents per 
mUe. 


— Free mailing privileges for 


official correspondence, plus a 
varying 
allowance—now 
$700 


per year for House members— 
for air mall and special delivery 
stamps.

Sen. Jim Caldwell, a Repub- 


lican from Rogers, Introduced 
the Income tax and sales tax 
bills In the Senate, as promised 
by the 32-year-old Church ot 
Christ minister Tuesday. 


One of the bills would In- 


crease the state Income tax 
and another would raise the 
three per cent sales tax to four 
per cent. Caldwell also Intro- 
duced a bill to give a sales 
tax rebate to persons In the 
poverty classification.

been Introduced In the Senate

Caldwell, 
Duplicates of 


those measures were Intro-

Tax- 
able income from $10,000 to 
$12,999 would be taxed at a six 
per cent rate. The next $3,000 
would be taxed at seven per 
cent. 


The other rates are eight per 


cent on Income from $16,000 to 
$19,999, nine per centon$20,000

BOSTON - (NEAi -The 


heart and circulatory sys- 
tem is ingenious and highly 
complicated. Ft evolved un- 
der 
conditions associated 


with rigorous physical acti- 
vity and has not adjusted to 
the sedentary existence pur- 
sued by so many people to- 
day. This lack of adjustment 
expresses itself in diseased 
arteries, high blood pressure 
and other disorders which all 
too often set the stage for 
heart attacks and strokes. 


Let us now briefly discuss 


the two major disorders re- 
sponsible. 


One of them is atheroscle- 


rosis, a disease in which 
fibrous tissue from throm- 
bosis, cholesterol fat, and 
blood 
cells 
become 
em- 


bedded on and in the inner 
walls of the artery, inter- 
fering with the circulation of 
the blood itself. These fibrous 
and fatty deposits accumu- 
late, grow in size, and calci- 
fy over many years, grad- 
ually narrowing and rough- 
ening the channel through 
which the blood flows. 


As the blood flows through 


the arteries, the roughened 
surface of the artery lining 
may 
cause a 
bloo;l 
clot 


(thrombus) to form. A clot 
can grow large enough com- 
pletely to plug up an artery. 
If the blocking occurs in a 
coronary artery, the result is 
a heart attack. If the clog- 
ging occurs in a vessel lead- 
ing to the brain, the blood 
supply to part of the brain 
is cut 
off, 
and a stroke 


(cerebral thrombosis) may 
occur. 


The other villain is high 


blood pressure. This acts in 
concert with atherosclerosis, 
with each disorder accelera- 
ting the other. Fortunately, 
almost all cases of high 
blood pressure can now be 
brought under control, sub- 
stantially reducing one of 
the major risk factors. 


It therefore follows that, 


apart f r o m 
regular and 


meaningful* e#$?eise, -a-big 
step to take in reducing your 
risk of heart attacks is to 
see your doctor regularly, 
enabling him to begin treat- 
ment of any high blood pres- 
sure (or other risk factor, 
such as diabetes) which the 
examination may disclose. 


Diet is another major fac- 


tor In coronary artery dis- 
ease. Diets rich in saturated 
fats and cholesterol tend to 
rarse the level of cholesterol 
in the blood and to contrib- 
ute to the development of 
atherosclerosis.

try, and fat meats. 


No guarantee can be of- 


fered that rigid adherence to 
proper diets will 
prevent 


heart attacks. But this we do 
know—the mortality rate is 
much higher among those 
with a high cholesterol con- 
tent and is far lower among 
those with a low or moder- 
ate reading. 


Some interesting statistics 


come from comparing Trap- 
pist monks with Benedictine 
monks. We find that there is 
more than four times as 
much c o r o n a r y disease 
among 
the 
Benedictines, 


who eat a typical American 
diet, than among the Trap- 


ists, whose food is low In 
th saturated fats and cho- 


lesterol. 


But the story doesn't end 


there. Within the Benedictine 
monasteries, fathers and lay 
brothers 
eat an identical 


diet. Yet the coronary rate is 
about three times higher 
among t h e 
fathers than 


among the brothers. Why is 
this? One possible explana- 
tion is that the fathers lead 
relatively sedentary lives. 
The brothers get a lot of 
e x e r c i s e , harvesting the 
crops, tending to the ani- 
mals, stoking the furnaces, 
and performing other chores. 


This is just one of many 


studies 
underscoring 
the 


probability that the lack of 
regular and vigorous exer- 
cise is a major factor in 
heart disease 


This brings us back to the

ercise, there is a story they 
tell about me in which I am 
quoted as follows: 


"Some years ago, an aging 


cab driver with a cigarette 
in the corner of his mouth 
thought that I was behaving 
strangely when I instructed 
him to take my luggage to 
LaGuardia Airport, letting 
me walk the seven or eight 
miles. 'You'll kill yourself 
that way,' he admonished. I 
don't know whether he's still 
around. But I am."

hospital grounds or remove two 
political stickers from the car's 
bumper. 


The opinion, written by Asst 


Atty. Gen. Henry Ginger, went 
to A. W. Ford, the state edu- 
cation commissioner. The state 
Board of Vocational Education, 
which is under Ford's jurisdic- 
tio , administers the state Re* 
habilitation Service. 


Ford said that at a public 


hearing 
last 
December the 


board 
concluded 
that Mrs, 


Bradshaw was in violation of 
agency policies. 


Although the policies did not 


specifically label the use of 
bumper stickers as Involvement 
In political activity, the board 
interpreted the policy to have 
that meaning. 


Ginger cited a federal court 


case which said that a distinc- 
tion must be drawn between an 
employe's independent personal 
opinions on political Issues and 
whether the employe with de- 
liberation and as part of con- 
certed 
political 
action 
has 


sought the election or defeat of 
political candidates. 


"It was further stated in that 


case that an isolated, unsolicit- 
ed, unpaid expression of opin- 
ion, where nothing more ap- 
pears, did not amount to and 
did not establish a premeditat- 
ed effort to engage in or ac- 
tively participate In a political 
campaign," Ginger said. 


"Based upon the above state- 


ment, it would not appear that 
the isolated instance of an em- 
ploye having bumper stickers 
on her car would be sufficient 
to establish participation in po- 
litical activity," he said.
